He has decided It Is his 
duty to enforce the law. no matter 
who It affects and scores those per­ 
sona criticising Commissioner Weln- 
stoek's report The governor, denies 
that politics was a factor in sending 
Weinstock to Investigate conditions. 
He says that while he does not sym­ 
pathise with the Industrialists* propa­ 
ganda, he will demand that they be 
treated humAnely.

taters 
San 
Diego state ald by new laws to aid 
her condition. The governor’s state­ 
ment further said: 
“The San Diego problem is more 
than local, 
f h e 
same 
difficulties 
may cornein any community la CaM- 
nia soon. When I sent Weinstock to 
San Diego I wanted to learn the sit­ 
uation so that 
lf 
the 
conditions 
should be repeated In other commun­ 
ities, we would be able to deal with 
them. 
Beyond 
this, 
however, 
an 
m atter*how 
anarchistic 
the Indus­ 
trialists might be, organised govern­ 
ment cannot tolerate administration 
of the law by vigilantes. I have no 
sympathy for the propaganda of the 
Industrialists. 
Organised 
govern­ 
ment would be Impossible if its teach­ 
ings were followed. 
But no organ­ 
ised government can suffer denial of 
protection by law to any man. If any 
men are guilty under the laws, pun­ 
ish them. If the laws are Inadequate 
to meet the exigencies, we will glad­ 
ly do anything neeeesary to provide 
requisite 
statutes. 
If 
Ban Diego 
wishes state ald, I will cheerfully re­ 
spond. 
But Just as certain will state 
ald be extended 
to any man, no 
matter how humble, 
whose 
rights 
were trampled on In Ban Diego, and 
with the same alacrity win the state 
provide redress for those whose lib­ 
erty was violated. 
It appears cer­ 
tain that the constitutional rights of 
the people were violated in Ban Di­ 
ego. In pursuance of my power, I 
will direct Attorney-General Webb to 
proceed to Bm Diego that the laws 
amy be enforced and 
Justice done. 
If a solution Is found of the problem 
confronting Bm Diego, he will there­ 
after give the benefit of his know­ 
ledge to other communities lf neces­ 
sary. I wish him, as the chief law 
officer of the state, so far as he cm, 
to give redress to those who have 
suffered whong, Md to mete equal 
Md exact Justloe to all."

For many 
years past the firm of Llltentbal A 
Company, broken sad financial agents 
bf San Francisco, had been In charge 
of the affairs of tho Conn A Trudo 
Company, which wm Incorporated for 
the purpoM of holding tho various 
properties of Mr. Conn and Mr. Traglo. 
After the dMth of these two Mrs. 
C o m became the sole owner of the 
company, which wm disincorporated 
last fall. After that the firm continued 
to act m trustees for Mrs. Conn. The 
Arm lo a largo one, of very high 
standing in the flnMoial world. 
While this firm did not handle all 
of Mrs. Coon’s- affairs, it had charge 
of practically all her Investment se- 
cnrttiM. Mrs. Conn frequently spoke 
to friends of her Interacts 
in 
the 
north, Md repeatedly, even to a short 
time before her death, gave the im- 
prsMlon that the firm held more than 
$100,000 to her credit. 8he also gave 
the impression that her entire es­ 
tate might go m high m a quarter of 
a million.

“Thla company la on oar streets 
without any authority of law, and lf 
It doM not take out a franchise we 
OM treat them m trespassers. I shall 
say what I mean. You shall have au­ 
thority to go to the central office and 
out every wire entering that office. 
You eon take down every pole on the 
street, and remove that 
oompMy’a 
property from the street. 
You can 
lake a squad of policemen and do 
thoM things. I advise you that In case 
that oompany dose not take out a 
franchise that you prooeed to do m I 
have outlined.” 
’’How tang a timet'* asked Grubb. 
“Ample time.” 
“What do you call ample time?” 
“Possibly several 
months. 
You 
ru s t remember that this company hM 
already applied for a franchise.” 
McPhee: “Yes, Md had we follow­ 
ed that application every mother's son 
of us yould have been In jail. It WM 
m illegal application m for a money 
coMlderatlon the city 
would 
have 
hound to have delivered 
that 
xnohtee to that eompMy Md no­ 
body else.” 
Heathman: “All I have to say Is 
that you get a 
settlement or

the streets for eight or ten years and 
have never paid My franchise tax. 
Alderman said that under the for 
mer negotiations It wm agreed that 
$2000 should be paid for arrears, but 
that wm a compromise figure and wm 
not the amount really due.

State Highway Engineer of Kansas 
Issues Detailed Instruction on 
Methods to Follow 


Mr. W. S. Gearhart, state highway 
engineer of Kansas, has sent Instruc­ 
tions to all township road officials in 
Kansas.ou the proper methods to fol­ 
low In dragging roads. It costs from 
94 to 310 per mile lier year to drag a 
road, the cost depending on the par­ 
ticular road, the soil, 
rainfall 
and 
amount of traffic. Mr. Gearhart’s In­ 
structions follow: 
Make a light drag, which is hauled 
over the road at an angle of about 4F> 
degrees, so that a small amount of 
earth Is pushed to tho center of the 
road. 
Drive tho team at a walk. 
Ride on tho drag. Do 
not 
walk 
along the side. 
Begin at one side of the road or 
wheel track, returning on the apposite 
side. 
Drag the road as soon after every 
rain as possible, but not when the 
mud Is in sucu collution as to stick 
to the drag. 
Do not drag a dry road. 
Drag whenever possible at all sea­ 
sons of the year. If a road Is dragged 
immediately before a cold spell It will 
freese in smooth condition. 
Tho width of tao traveled road to 
be maintained by the drag chould be 
from 16 to JO feat. First drag a lit­ 
tle more tbau the width of a single 
track, then bradually Increase 
until 
tho desired width Is obtained. 
Always drag a little earth to the 
center of the road until It Is raised 
from IO to 12 inches above the edge 
of the traveled way. 
If the drag cuts too much shorten 
the hitch. 
The amount of earth that the drag 
PUI carry along can be very consid­ 
erably controlled by the driver ac­ 
cordingly as he stands near the cut­ 
ting edge or away from It. 
When the roads are first dragged 
After a very muddy span the wagon 
should drive lf possible to one side 
until the road has a chance to freese 
ar partially dry out. 
Dragging reduces the mud In wet 
weather sad the dust in dry weather. 
The best results from dragging are 
obtained only k’by repeated applica­ 
tions. Remember that Constant at­ 
tention la necessary to mMntAin An 
earth roan in the beat condition.

This grand ex* 
pramIota respecting 
the glorious outcome of the Savior’s 
work la quoted by the Apostle Paul 
from the Psalms (lxvili, ISI. The fig­ 
ure thus thrust before our mental eye 
la that of a great Conqueror wjioee vic­ 
tory la boing heralded. With th# Ro­ 
mans we know that It was a custom 
that generals returning from wars 
were granted what were termed “Tri­ 
umphs"—or triumphal processions. 
Let us permit our mental eye to feast 
upon the scene of our text Jesus, in 
fulfilment of the Divine Program, had 
left the heavenly condition and de­ 
scended to earth, taking a bondman’s 
form or nature In order “that He, by 
the grace of God, might taste death for 
every man;" that He might rescue 
Adam and his race from the death con­ 
dition —under Divine sentence and un­ 
der the power of Satan. 
Therefore, the Redeemer counted not 
His life precious to Him. but freely de­ 
livered Himself up. and died, "the Just 
for the unjust” that He might brine 
mankind back Mo hormone with God.

Easy to Grow Bush Beans 
Bush or dwarf beans are easy to 
grow and are one of the best and 
most popular of garden vegetables. 
A succession of them should be plant­ 
ed and be coming on from the very 
earliest summer till after the 
first 
frosts of autumn. 
Beans of ail kinds 
are somewhat tender and are easily 
killed by late spring fronts yet they 
are easily and cheaply planted and 
risk should be taken in planting ex­ 
tra early. If the first crop happens 
to be caught by frost, it is a very 
easy matter to plant the same space 
over again and little will be lost by 
the trial, as one preparation of the 
soil will serve for a succession of 
croi»s. 
For bush beans prepare the ground 
early in a dry condition, working it 
down to a very fine and even seed 
bed. 
Make the surface soil especial­ 
ly fine and loose, since 
the 
bean 
sometimes has difficulty in 
coming 
up in three or four days. Give the 
young plants clean and light surface 
cultivation to conserve soil moisture. 
A three or four shoveled horse culti­ 
vator may be used, but never in them 
while the vines are in the least wet 
or moist, as this will bring on dis­ 
ease. 
Plant a 
succession, 
about 
three weeks apart, up to the last of 
August in 
central 
latitudes. 
Pick 
the beans clean while they are green 
regularly and the vines 
will 
bear 
longer, lf beans are allowed to ripen 
on the vines the vines will soon die.
